Maryland Catholics Participate 
In 300th Anniversary Celebration 
Of Famous Toleration Act Passage 


Baltimore. — (NC) — Catholics and persons of other 
faiths throughout Maryland will join in a week’s commemora- 
tion of the 300th anniversary of the adoption of An Act Con- 
cerning Religion, popularly known as the Toleration Act, by 


the Colony of Maryland. 


The principal Catholic service will be held on April 24 


in the Cathedral of the Assump-?- 


tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
here. There will be Solemn Ves- 
pers and Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament in which Archbishop 
Francis P. Keough of Baltimore 
will participate. The sermon will 
be preached by Bishop Lawrence 
J. Shehan, Auxiliary of Baltimore. 


Archbishop Keough has given his 
indorsement of the participation 
by Catholics in the commemora- 
tion, which is being arranged by 
a State-wide committee headed by 
former Senator George L. Radcliffe. 
Gov. W. Preston Lane, jr., has pro- 
claimed the week of April 17 to 23 
as Freedom of Conscience Week. 


A statement released by the gen- 
eral committe recalls that in the 
early 1600’s, George Calvert, the 
first Lord Baltimore, ged a oe, his 
friend King Charles I of England, 
to authorize a charter for the col- 
ony of Maryland so that members 
ef various religious faiths, perse- 
cuted in England, might find a 
haven in the New World. 

The statement related’ that 
George Calvert died before the 
charter was issued, but his wishes

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were carried out by his son, Ceécil 
Calvert, the.second Lord Baltimore. 
A band of colonists, Catholics and 
Protestants, under the leadership 
of Leonard Calvert, brother of 
Lord Cecil, left England and land- 
ed in southern Maryland in 1634, 
establishing the town of St. Mary’s. 
One of the first buildings erected 
was a chapel. 


“Even though Baltimore and the 
leaders of. the colony were Cath- 
olies,” the statement says, “they 
did not want Catholics to interfere 
with the religion of others.” The 
statement adds religious freedom 
was allowed to Jews, at least one 
of whom, “Mathias Da Sousa, was 
in Maryland from its beginning,” 
and there is “no record of his suf- 
fering any harm or mistreatment 
because of his religion.” 


In the early 1640’s, the state- 
ment continues, a number of Puri- 
tans were invited into Maryland 
from Virginia by Lord Baltimore. 
They grew in number and spon- 
sored a movement to restrict free- 
dom of religion in the colony, but 
on April 21, 1649, the Maryland 
General Assembly met and enacted 
the now-famous Toleration Act, 
guaranteeing freedom of worship. 


The act remained on the statute 
books until 1654 when a Puritan 
rebellion suceeded in killing it, but 
it was restored seven years later 
and remained in effect until 1692, 
when the British government pass- 
ed a law establishing the Church of 
England in the province. .Ninety- 
nine years later complete religious 
freedom was written into the Con- 
stitution of the United States.

A Memorandum For Lebislators And Editors 


On November 7, 1922, the Supreme Court of the State of Oregon 
declared constitutional the result of a referendum vote which was 
designed to make attendance at the public schools compulsory on all 
children; but in 1924 the Supreme Court of the United States reversed 
this decision without a dissenting vote, arguing that the schools hold 
the place of parents, and that if only they meet the requirements of 
the State for the school curriculum parents may select any school of 
their choice for the education of their children. Certainly there was 
no thought of having parents who would avail themselves of this 
privilege being penalized if their choice was not the public school. 


Oregon Law Widely Denounced 
The Oregon Law was denounced by editors of daily papers through- 
out the nation as “conceived in intolerance and supported by un-Ameri- 
can organizations such as the Ku Klux Klan,” (in fact the Governor 
of Oregon at the time was charged with having been a member of the 
Klan); as a law violating the Constitutional right of “freedom of con- 
science and religion,” certain ’to be held unconstitutional by a Higher 
Court. 
Even the National Education Association, whose character con- 
siderably changed during the days after men high up in its ranks 
became sympathetic towards Communism, issued this statement in the 
year 1924: 
“The National Education Association, while recognizing the 
American public school as the great nursery of broad and tolerant 
citizenship and of a democratic brotherhood, acknowledges also the 
contributions made to education by private institutions and enterprises, 
and recognizes that citizens have the right to educate their children 
in either public or private schools, when the educational standards of 
both are approved by the State educational authorities.” 
In the report that year of the Secretary of the Association even 
stronger language was used. He wrote: : 2 
“There is no fight directed toward the private or religious schools. 
There should be none. These institutions have their place and receive 
the encouragement of this Association. There are thousands of teach- 
ers in private schools in the membership of this Association. These 
schools should have the respect of public-school authorities.

Christ’s 
life is our life and the life of the 
Church; a life that will never 
die, but remain for an eternity of 
happiness. 


“T am risen,” Christ cries to 
us; “you too should rise.” “I have 
conquered; you too should con- 
quer sin, death, and hell. I am 
the light of the wé@rld; you too 
should be a light and walk in the 
light. I am the life; you also 
should possess this life, and live 
eternally. Hence, away with all 
sadness; forget all want; think 
little of any cross.” “The suffer- 
ings of the present time are not 
worthy to be @&mpared with the 
glory to come that will be re- 
vealed in us” (Rom, 18, 18). 

Easter, with its glorious, open 
tomb in Jerusalem, is the reality 
of realities. Upon the rock of this 
tomb the Church has been built 
and our faith founded, Christ’s 
empty grave has become the cradle 
of a new life. The Risen One has 
become the Head of a new and 
better race. The “foundation of 
living waters” begins to flow: 
“Vidi aquam—I saw water flowing 
from the right side of the temple, 
alleluia. And all to whom that 
water came were saved, and they 
shall say alleluia, alleluia!” This 
water, with its cleansing and sanc- 
tifying powers, has flowed over 
us in baptism, and made us chil- 
dren of God and members of the 
new, redeemed mankind.

Were not the “Loyalists” in pow- 
er at the time General Franco led 
a movement to take over the Gov- 
ernment of Spain? 

“They were in power, but not 
legitimately. The Rightist forces 
received 400,000 more votes than 
the Popular Front in the elections 
of February, 1936. The Leftist 
forces seated more deputies in the 
Cortes (Parliament), but Gil 
Robles, who headed the Rightist 
Party, wrote after election: 

“‘The Leftists, by brute force, 
with the help of the police, seized 
the ballots of the constituencies of 
Goruna, Pontevedra, Lugo, Caceres, 
Cordova and Seville, and altered 
them in their favor. In this way 
they managed to get a small ma- 
jority in Parliament. The first 
act of this majority was to annul 
totally or in part, the elections in 
Granada, Cuenca, Salamanca, and 
Burgos, so that the Leftists ob- 
tained a fictitious majority, en- 
abling them to form a Government 
which was illegal from its very 
origin.’ 

“The Popular Front was organ- 
ized by Communists according to 
James Hawthorne writing from 


Madrid on October 15, 1936, to The | 


New Masses, the American Com- 
munist periodical. He speaks of 
the formation of the Fifth Regi- 
ment, numbering 25,000 men, hold- 
jing 119 centers in their range of 
activities.

Wr'ting on this subject Gil 
Robles observes: 

“‘Since the beginning of the 
military uprising, the Government 
has murdered, or permitted the 
murder of, hundreds of thousands 
of defenseless citizens; has burned 
thousands of churches, tas violated 
tombs and sacred vessels, has kill- 
ed children and violated women, 
has destroyed artistic treasures, 
and, in brief, commi*‘ed such acts 
of unspeakable horror that I am 
sure, when the hideous truth be- 
comes fully known, the voice of the 
whole of mankind will cry out 
‘against and condemn those respon- 
sible for this greatest of disasters. 


“‘Who will dare to say that a 
Government which commits or per- 
mits such acts is a Government 
legitimate in the exercise of its 
power ? 

“Tf therefore, every claim of 
legitimacy is lacking in the Gov- 
ernment of Valencia, it cannot be 
said that the military uprising is 
a rebellion, but rather than it is 
a case of lawful resistance to op- 
pression.’ 

“Robles’ contention is supported 
by Miguel Unanmuno, a liberal 
anti-Monarchist, writing in the 
name of the University of Sala- 
manca, to the late Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Co- 
lumbia University; and by Dr. 
Gregorio Maranon, who was one of 
the founders of the Spanish Re- 
public, but who, in an interview 
(February, 1937) seven months 
after the Civil War started, said: 

“‘T was deceived and with the 
exception of a few who favor Com- 
munists all the intellectuals in 
Spain have had to flee for their 
lives. It is our own doing, for 
the revolution was our work.’ 

“Dr. Maranon told how he had 
resisted the dictatorship under 
General Miguel Primo de Rivera 
and had been imprisoned for it, 
but said the tyranny of General 
Primo de Rivera was just and tol- 
erant compared to the oppression 
under the Madrid-Valencia regime. 
He declared: 

“‘Every day they are still kill- 
ing men and women simply be- 
cause they are suspected of hav- 
ing independent opinions.’ 

“William P. Carney, foreign cor- 
respondent for the New York 
Times, and Floyd Gibbons, corres- 
pondent for the Chicago Tribune, 
complained about the censorship 
imposed by the so-called Loyalist 
government, which prevented the 
American people from learning the 
actual truth about the Civil War 
in Spain. 

“Francis McCullough, after ob- 
serving that the Amervican and 
British pecple had been deceived 
concerning the character of the 
Civil War in Spain, noted that 
after some of the truth Fad leaked 
out, English Protestants had be- 
come the chief defender: of Gen- 
eral Franco. He wrote: 

“*Some of my best friends are 
English Protestant journalists; 
and, in the English Press, the best 
defenders of the Spanish Catholic 
armies are English Protestants. 
Since the Civil War began in Spain, 
a literary war ias been raging in 
the refined columns of the London 
Times. It is about present events 
in Spain, and, curiously enough, 
the Englishmen, who take General 
Franco’s side, are all of them dis- 
tinguished Protestants.’ 

“Whenever there is rebellion any- 
where, people are prone to side 
with the rebels without knowing 


anything about the facts. They/ 


antecedently assume that there 
would be no rebellion if there were 
not serious grievances. Of course, 
they have learned since the close 
of the late war that present-day 
rebellions are fomented. by Com- 
munists in many countries even 
when there is no good reason for 
them whatsoever.” 


Do you believe that Spain should 
be admitted to the UN, and also 
be invited to join the nations which 
have subscribed to the Atlantic 


Pact? 


“T believe that she has a great- 
er right to both than any other 
country in the world, because she 
has done more to check the spread 
of Communism than any other 


country. 


“What is the whole European 
Relief Program for if not to fight 
the advance of Soviet Russia? But 
Soviet Russia actually planned to 
capture Spain long before the late 
war, and would have done so after 
the first World War if she had 
been a victor at that time. Lenin, 
and later Stalin, decreed that 
Spain would become the second 
‘Soviet Socialist Republic,’ and they 
worked in that direction long be- 
fore the Civil War was launched. 
Members of the Communist Party 
in Spain, directed from Moscow, 
were guilty of all kinds of cruel- 
ties, such as church burnings, etc., 
before that revolution. 


“A general of Spain told me 
that the motto of Franco was, ‘to 
crush the serpent Communism in 
Spain so that it might not carry 
its deceits into other countries.’ 


“During the recent war Winston 
Churchill ‘declared several times 
that Spain was a big asset and not 
a liability to the allied powers; 
that she could easily have pre- 
vented the landing of our troops in 
North Africa which changed the 
whole tide of the war against 
Germany; that she could have de- 
livered Gibraltar to Hitler who 
wanted it badly to keep the allied 
fleet out of the Mediterranean. 


“Churchill writes in his Me- 
moirs: ‘Franco could, and right- 
ly, have mounted guns in the hills 
of Algeciras and made useless the 
British air and naval bases... 
He could have greatly injured the 
allies by permitting the Nazis to 
cross the Peninsula, capture Gi- 
braltar and take possession of 
French Africa and Morocco.’ 


“In a Bulletin distributed by 
the Department of the Army, 
Washington, we read: ‘As soon as 
the civil war began, the Soviet 
Union supported the Popular 
Front Politics of the Republic, 
whose policies were based upon the 
principles of Communism, and sent 
troops and equipment for the pur- 
pose.” ” 


“No one is better informed on 
the whole Spanish situation than 
Carlton J, Hayes, who was the 
United States Ambassador to Spain 
for a number of years. Writing to 
Mr. Andrew Gahagan on May 21, 
1948, Carlton Hayes makes these 
observations: 


“It is very unfortunate that 
propaganda of the Soviet Union, 
and of its conscious or unconscious 
apologists and appeasers in this 
country, has served, especially dur- 
ing the last three years, to con- 
ceal from the American people the 
signal services which Spain render- 
ed us in the critical war years 
from 1942 to 1945, and to induce 
our Government to adopt toward 
Spain a policy which I can only 
regard as contrary to American 
interests and derogatory of Amer- 
ican honor. Our fellow citizens 
should be enlightened, not deceiv- 
ed, about the actual facts in the 
situation. 

“*Under Senor Lequerica; as un- 
der his predecessor Count Fran- 
cisco Jordana, the Spanish Foreign 
Office, with the obvious approval 
of the head of the Spanish Sta‘e, 
granted us more favor than did 
any other neutral Government,

M* first acquaintance with St. 
Basil Academy was in Ger- 
many. Like several thousand fel- 
low countrymen, my family was 
forced to leave our native Ukraine, 
the granery of Europe. We, the 
rightful owners of the fertile “chor- 
nozem” (black earth), had to eke 
out a starvation existence, first as 
slave laborers, and then as DP’s, 
in a refugee camp. 


Our camp school was a plain 
wooden barracks. There were very 
few school books. We had to study 
from mimeographed sheets or from 
notes taken in class. During a 
“Letters to America” project I 


would get it. A few weeks later 
the reply came from a student at 
St. Basil Academy. 

The answer was hard to under- 
stand, not because it was in Eng- 
lish, but because the life that it de- 
scribed was so strange and foreign 
to my experience. I was pleased 
to learn that in faraway America, 


nuns of Ukrainian origin conducted 
a school for girls. Surely, I 
thought, these Sisters would under- 
stand us more readily than our 
immediate neighbors. 

Right there and then I wished 
that in some unknown way I would 
be able to go to St. Basil Academy, 
so unlike the barracks we called 
school. At that time, my heart’s 
desire was only a daydream. There 
were so many things in its way, 
obstacles more difficult to overcome 
than the ocean. 

Life in the refugee camp crawled 
on as a hand-to-mouth existence 
and I corresponded punctually with 
the United States. Our colorless 
existence was disturbed whenever 
Soviet “repatriation” officers ap- 
peared. Their appearance was al- 
ways a prelude to pathetic scenes 
and occasional tragedies. 

American authorities did not al- 
ways understand why Displaced 
Persons refused to follow these 
MVD agents behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. But people who had once 
lived under the Soviet regime knew 


that a pauper’s death far away 
from home is preferable a hundred 
times to the misery and terror of 
“life” under the Red oligarchy. 
For this reason, refugees began 
to emigrate to the four corners of 
the earth. Since we had relatives 
in the United States, we turned 
to them for help, and hoped for 
a better life in this land of free- 
dom and opportunity. Finally, aft- 
er what seemed endless waiting 
all formalities were settled. We 
set sail shortly and in nine days 
sighted the mighty Statue of Lib- 
erty, 

When faced with the question of 
going to school on American soil, 
I had little difficulty in choosing be- 
cause I set my heart on St. Basil 
Academy long ago, when I was 
still in Europe. Nearly twelve 
months have passed since I crossed 
its threshold for-the first time, and 
I have not regretted the step. I 
hope that the Good Lord will help 
me to use my Catholic education 
for His glory, my salvation, and 
the good of my beloved Ukraine.

Let me identify and talk about 
‘the three strong Communist con- 
trolled unions that remain in CIO. 
They are the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers; the 
International Fur and Leather 
Workers; and the _ International 
Longshoremen and Warehousemen. 


The United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers (UE) is the 
largest of these three Red domin- 
ated unions and is the most strate- 
gically important. Communist con- 
trol of that union is still tight, but 
the opposition has met with amaz- 
ing success in the past year and 
victory is now a possibility. 

The UE actually has around 
400,000 members. It is the third 
largest union’ in the CIO. It is 
shocking that so large a union has 
been in Communist hands. But it 
is even more shocking when you 
reflect the sort of work these UE 
members do. 

In the United States of Amer- 
ica electrical manufacturing is 
completely dominated by the UE, 
and the UE represents workers 
who make the most vital compon- 
pents of the defense, or war, mach- 
ine of the present and the future. 
UE members work on the atom 
bomb, radar, fire control, all man- 
ner of electronic devices, etc. Our 
country could not make war, could 
not even defend itself, without the 
cooperation of workers and man- 
agement in the electrical industry. 
The UE which dominates that in- 
dustry has a strategic importance 
that can not be over estimated. 


Present Set-Up 


What of the UE today? The 
president, Albert J. Fitzgerald, is 
a practicing Catholic but he is ab- 
solutely under the domination of a 
pack of Communists and Commun- 
ist supporters. The director of or- 
ganization and most powerful man 
in the UE, James Matles, has been 
named as a Communist many 
times.

Party Line faithfully. He learned 
his tactics and strategy in the 
Communist Trade Union Unity 
League.

The entire UE Executive Board 
is Communist dominated and all 
but four of its members are mem- 
bers also of the Communist Party, 
either open or secret. Of the hun- 
dreds of organizers employed by 
the UE it is estimated that 93% 
are members of the Communist 
Party and the rest are completely 
controlled. 

And yet in spite of this rigid and 
air-tight control the resistance 
movement is now of formidable 
strength and gains new force every 
day. In every district of the UE 
there is for the first time an or- 
ganized opposition to the Com- 
munists backed up by local unions 
that have been won over. In six 
out of the twelve districts the 
anti-Communist forces are strong 
enough to have a better than even 
chance of taking control at the 
next election. There is even an 
outside chance that at the next 
UE national convention, this Sep- 
tember the Communist gang can 
be defeated, and three new na- 
tional officers elected in their place. 

James Carey, national secretary 
of the entire CIO and former 
president of the UE, is the spear- 
head and inspiration of the anti- 
Communists in the UE. It is re- 
membered by the workers that he 
organized UE, was its first presi- 
dent, signed its first contracts, 
and served the members well until 
he was the victim of a typical 
Communist power grab. 

The anti-Communist fight in 
UE is the most important labor 
union activity in the country to- 
day. There is a chance to save 
this potentially great union. 
hope that this article will stimulate 
UE members to get in the fight. 
I hope this will inspire priests in 
whose parishes there are UE locals 
to assist. I most strongly urge all 
who dre interested to write to me. 
You will get specific detailed prac- 
tical instructions and you will be 
tied into the organized struggle 
now taking place to save the UE. 
Get busy immediately because ef- 
fective action must take place in 
time to elect right wing delegates 
to the UE national convention— 
and most of these elections take 
place in June, or earlier.

The picture in the CIO is very 
ood compared to a few years ago. 
hilip Murray inherited a hope- 
less situation when he was elect- 
ed President of the CIO in 1940. 
At that time sixteen of his unions 
were Communist controlled. The 
Communists seemed ready _ to 
sieze the biggest CIO union, the 
United Auto Workers, and they 
had some strength in virtually 
every CIO union and CIO organiz- 
ing Committee. It seemed to many 
impartial observers that the Reds 
were so entrenched in the CIO that 
they could not be removed without 
destroying the CIO itself. 


Today the Communists’ strength 
in the CIO is withering. Murray 
lashed the Reds with scorn at the 
CIO Portlant Convention last Fall, 
and his words of anger are having 
their effect, they are still eating 
into the Communist strength like 
a powerful acid. 


As the facts given in this art- 
icle indicate, the seeming imposs- 
ible is close to being accomplished 
and it was done without wild 
pitched battles and without shak- 
ing the basic strength of the CIO. 

The fight is not yet finished.

Others seem to suffer at times 
from some incontrollable impulse 
to light a votive-lamp or candle. 
They may suddenly leave their 
place; proceed with great, though 
ill-timed devotion to a votive stand, 
preferably one at some distance, 
even on the other side of the 
church, which they always cross, 
with or without genuflection, at 
the front; light one or more can- 
dles while the congregation 
watches with anxiety; kneel for a 
prayer, and finally return to their 
place—seemingly, if not actually, 
oblivious of the attention they 
have diverted from the Mass to 
themselves. 


Visiting The Statues 


A third coterie is made up of 
those who like to say a prayer be- 
fore a statue. Sometimes these 
begin their round of devotional 
visits just before Mass and have 
not completed their customary tour 
till the end of the Gospel.

OOD manners, attractive cos- 
tuming, fresh and cleanly ap- 
pearance make both the young and 
the old more pleasing to others. 
Now and then an extraordinary 
soul departs from the usual mode 
in polite society and attains great 
sanctity despite his unkept ways 
and even dirty skin. St. Benedict 
Joseph Labre, an 18th century 
saint, whose feast was observed 
yesterday (April 16), provides an 
example of a holy man of God 
who was completely untidy. Follow 
his virtue, but not his unwashed 
habits! 


Before leaving St. Benedict in 
Seeming disrepute (God forbid 
that anyone should infer that I 
would speak in disrespect of one 
of his dear friends!), perhaps you 
should be told he died in Rome 
during Holy Week, A. D. 1783. A 
poor beggar, known in many places 
because of his humble pilgrimages 
and apparent holiness, and with a 
following in the Holy City before 
his death of many thousands, ac- 
cording to history had a funeral 
that was “a triumphal procession.” 
Even now his shrine is one of 
those most sought in Rome. 
Shakespeare declares “clothes oft 
proclaim the man.” So does start- 
ling holiness proclaim its happy 
victim even in life and invite ven- 
eration after death!
